This  article  is  the  second  in  a  3-part  series  of  articles  regarding  bars 

For  those  of  you  who  find  interest  in  looking  at  statistics,  you  might  like  reading 
this  article  For  those  of  you  who  do  not.  feel  free  to  move  on  to  another  page, 
as  1  would  hate  to  bore  anyone 

I’ve  had  this  notion  for  some  time  that  a  serialized  bar  had  an  R-5  rating.  1  also 
thought  a  serialized  bar  denoted  low  mintage.  Food  for  thought  for  a  future 
article 

At  any  rate,  as  1  was  cataloging  bars,  l  noticed  a  serialization  number  on  an  R-4 
bar  (COL- 13  prompted  this).  I  was  somewhat  surprised  as  I  thought  only  R-5 
bars  were  serialized  As  a  result  of  this,  my  research  has  unfolded  the  following. 
All  references  are  to  the  5th  edition  guidebook  to  art  bars

FACT:  Of  over  6,000  bars  listed,  there  are  a  total  of  2,961  serialized  bars 
FACT:  There  are  39  serialized  non-rated  bars. 

FACT:  There  is  one  lonely  R-2  serialized  bar  (JML-5,  pg  125,  warrants 
looking  up)  and  34  R-2  non-serial ized  bars  listed. 

FACT:  There  are  238  serialized  R-3  bars  and  516  non-serialized  R-3  bars. 

FACT:  There  are  81  serialized  R-4  bars  and  388  R-4  non-serialized  bars. 

FACT  There  are  2,602  serialized  R-5  bars  and  2,395  non-serialized  R-5  bars 

Out  of  the  total  amount  of  all  serialized  bars  listed  in  the  5th  edition  (2,961), 
2,602  were  R-5  bars  This  clearly  shows  most  serialized  bars  are  R-5  bars. 

1  was  surprised  to  learn  there  were  more  serialized  R-3  bars  (238)  than  R-4 
serialized  bars  (8 1 ).

I  was  as  equally  surprised  to  learn  most  bars  listed  in  the  5  edition  were  rated 

R-5  (4,997). 


1  have  learned  from  this  research  there  are  not  than  many  R-2  bars  (35),  R-3  bars 
(754)  and  R-4  bars  (469)  listed  in  the  guidebook,  whether  serialized  or  not 
Maybe  these  bars  are  the  “rare  one”  after  all  is  said  and  done! 
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Who  is  Ken  Potter? 


Ken  is  IASAC  member  #43 1 
and  a  frequent  advertiser  in 
The  Silver  Bugle.  This  profile 
was  taken  from  the  biography 
page  of  his  web  site. 


Ken  is  49  years  old  and  began 
collecting  coins  in  1959  when 
the  reverse  of  the  Lincoln  cent 
was  changed  from  the  wheat-back  to  the  now  familiar  Lincoln 
Memorial  design.  He  dabbled  in  varieties  and  errors  almost  from 
the  very  beginning  of  his  collecting  career  and  began  specializing 
in  that  area  in  1979  when  he  discovered  a  new  variety  on  a 
Canadian  dollar  that  made  front-page  news  in  the  Canadian 
numismatic  press. 

He’s  a  frequent  contributor  to  numismatic  publications,  and  has 
conducted  numerous  seminars  on  minting  varieties  and  errors. 

Ken  had  a  featured  article  in  the  January  22  issue  of  Coin  World 
entitled  “Errors  of  Desert  Storm,  Conflict  with  Iraq  results  in  error 
medals.”  It’s  all  about  The  Money  Company  rounds  made  in 
1990. 


Ken  got  interested  in  bars  in  1973  (and  rounds  later)  and  began 
buying  and  selling  that  year.  His  personal  collection  is  very  small, 
just  made  up  of  a  few  favorites.  Finding  one,  especially  an  older 
one  that  is  new  to  him,  is  always  exciting.
